Nowwas King SEBASTIAN inthe Twentieth year of his age, 
who being of an able Body, and of a Couragious, and Martial Soul , not 
content with thoſe Dominions which he poſſeſſed , reſolved to make Con- 
queſt- of new, nct' conſidering , that this defign was not to beeffeted , 
without great hazard., and in the alteration of that repoſe his Kingdom had

difficulcy wholly to withdraw. the young'Prince (who had a Watlike ſpirit)

means of. another which they laid before him , turning all his Reſolution up- 
on A4ffrick , to engage the Moors which live 'in that part called Mawritania 
Tingitana , where the Fortugals maintained ( to their great Charge ) upon 
the Coaſt of Barbary, the three Fortreſles of Septe, Tangier, and MagaFon, 
the In-letand Key of Spain, by which the Moors have heretofore conquer- 
&d it ,, But this diverſion whereunto they perſwaded the w produced ſad 
effe&s, principally proceeding for want of Judgment , foralthough it were 
diffica}t wholly to diflwade him from the expedition of 7ndja, and therefore 
convenient torepreſent-unto him ſome other Aion, yet ſhould they ad- 
viſedly have foreſeen, not to divert him from one miſchief , to thruſt him 
into 4 greater.

But all the appearance of oppoſition which he found, was made by Dox Antonio 
the Baſtard-ſon of Lewis. the Infante , who having got into L#boyne in the Head of 
8 tumultuary Rabble , rather than a well-formed Army, endeavored at firſt to make 
ſome reſiſtance, but was ſoon diſcomfited , and the Suburbs of Libonne being,

bur finding themſelves in a condition not able to make any reſiſtance , rhey thought 
they ſhould gain more by ſabmitring freely to that King, than by being forcedto ir z 
and therefore they made their humble ſubmiſſion , which PHILIP mer as ic 
were half-way , and condeſcended ih the General Aſſembly of Eſtates, to be ſworg 
totheſe Articles or Capitularions following.

For that the People were highly diſcontented, might apy cheit atten-

Other Propheſies there were of this-Nature, and to this EffeQ, which put the 
People in hopes of a Deliverance, and many of them flattered themſelves, Thar 
Don Sebaſtian was yet alive, and would come and deliver them ; nay, ſo foolith were 
ſome of them, that though they believed him ſlain at the Battelof Alcacer in Bar- 
barys yet they thought he ſhould live again, and miraculouſly come to redeem

. But that which moſt of all expreſſed the Peoples Diſcontents, was, what was pub- 
lickly ſpoken by the mouths of their Oratours, the Prieſts in their Pulpits, who 
would ordinarily in their Sermons utter Speeches much in prejadice of the Spattiards - 
Title, and in Favour of the Dutcheſs of Braganza ;z nor were they ſparing to do 
ſo inthe preſence of the King himſelf, who would therefore often ſay, That the Pop» 
tuguez Clergy had made the ſharpeſt War with him, y 41 SE.

Yet did King P HI LIP bearallcheſe Aﬀronts withan incomparable Patience; * : - "= F 
diſſembling with an admirable Prudence his Paſſion: ( if he had any ) for theſe Di(- 
contents z for he knew, the only way to win-this Nation to an Obedience and Com« 
ment muſt be Lenity at firſt, whatever he intended to practiſe afterwards; and that 

e had by his exaRt keeping of his Word and Oath, won much upon this People; ap- 
pears, in that during'his whole Reign, and the ths © - his Succeſſor 4 Þ H hc 
- 2 "$444. 344.250 
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the Third, who followed his Fathers foor-ſteps, though not with chat Craft: and Diſ- 
ſimulation, they madeno Attempts, nor were inclinable to a Revolt. 

Thoſe Attempts made by Anthony (which you-may read in his ſtory) and ſome 
ſmall buſtles with one or two Counterfeit Seheſtians not worth mentioning , were 
the only ſtorms, that hapned in this Kingdom doring the reigns of P HIELIP the 
ſecond, and third 4 for they keeping their words in moſt things , though ſome of 
their priviledges they infringed , had almoſt brought the people to a willingneſſe 
to be their ſlaves , whereas PHILIP the fourth committing the whole charge of 
the Government to Count olivarez, (who though without doubt an able Stateſ- 
man , yet would ſeem to have a way in policy by fimſelf, which no body elſe could 
ynderſtand thereaſon of ) loſt thewhole Kingdom, and all its Territories, 

For ſuch was the new rigorous ways which he would preſcribe in the Government 
of Catalouis and Portugal , both people very tender of their Priviledges, the lea(t 
breach of which ſhould haye been ſeconded by a potent Force to have ſuppreſſed 
them , in caſe they ſhould attempt an Inſurretion , when inſtead of having ſuch 
power in readineſs, the Catalenians had rather opportunity given them to rebel , 
and ſpurs to provoke them to make uſe of the opportunity z for ſome Souldiers 
being (catteringly quartered among them , but too few tocurb them , they looked 
upon that as a greater intrenchment upon their Liberties than any before, and a 
deſign utterly to enſlave them : wherefore converting their patience into fury , 
they took Arms, maſſacred thoſe Souldiers flew their Viceroy, and put themſebzes 
under the French Protetion, | 

This Revolt of the Catalonians was a preſident to the Portugals, who had extreame 
ly ſuffered underthe breach of cheir Priviledges: - for contrary tothe ſecond Article 

orn to by King PHILIP the Second, which ſaid , That the Yiceroy or Gover- 
xor, ſhould be either Son, Brother, Uncle,or Nephew tothe King of Spain : The Infanta 
Margarita di Mantoue , who had no relation at all tothe Kings of Caſtille, was made 
Gayerneſs , which they might, and perhaps would have born , -had they not been 
incenſed by a more feeling injury Anno 1636, when the Tax ofa fifth part wasim- 
poſed ypon all the Subjects of that Kingdom an intollerable grievance, and thought 
{o inſ{ufterable by the Southern parts ofthe Nation , that they roſe in Arms to op- 
poſe it,and bad ſer the whole Kingdom in a combuſtion, had it not been timely quen- 
ched by the timely care and induſtry of the then Governeſs, the 1nfantes Margarita 
of Maxtoua. 

Yet this ſmall ſtir gave an 7emz to the Court of Spain , of the readineſs of the 
people to revolt, which made 0livarez endeavor by all ways poſſible to cut off the 
means of their being ableto do , but whileſt he endeavored to prevent them , he 
gave them the means to do ir, thongh he failed not to make uſe of thoſe courſes 
which in probability mightenſare that Kingdom the chief of which was , the en- 
deavoring to allure from thence the Duke of Fraganze , whom the people of Por- 
tags} looked upon as the perſon who of right ought to be their King, and who 
was the only Native of the Kingdom who might reſtore again the Line of A/phonſo; 
befides be was a Prince , who for Power, Riches , and Number of Tenants, not 
only exceeded all the Nobles of Portugel , but even of Spatyit ſelf. x 

And indeed the Duke of Bragan{s was one of the moſt glorious SubjeRs in 
Exrope, being allied tro moſt 'Kings in Chriſtendom z which made the Kings of 
*Spaxn, though they were Competitors for the Crown of Portugal, treat this Fa- 
=p with more honor than any other of his Grandees, receiving them almoſt 
as much reſpe&t, as if they were Soveraign Princes'; which appeared in 
PHILIP theSecond , who moſt of all deſired ro abaſe this Family , yet would 
always whenthe Duke of Bragan7s came to viſithimyz meethim in the middle of 
the room, andnot permitting him to kiſs his hand ,-ſear him with himfelf under 
theCanopy of Eſtate, | To 
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Todraw him therefore our of that Kingdom, 0livares firſt politickly offered 
him the Government of Alas, a place of great truſt and honor , but he modeſtly 
refuſed it-, as not ina condition at that preſent to undertake ſo greata Command; 
and indeed expreffing an unwillingneſs to go our of Portugal. 

But his unwillingneſſe to go from thence , made the King of Spain, and Count 
Olivarez the more willing todraw him from thence, it was therefore given out , 
Thar the King himſelf was reſolved to goin perſon to reduce the revolted Cate- 
lonians , and thar therefore alt the Nobility ſhould be in a readineſs in four months 
time toattend his Majeſty in that Expedition, But the Dukeof Braganzs being 
ſuſpitious of the Spenzards, becauſe he knew himſelf ſuſpeRed by them; and likely 
ro be, whil'ſt the Port»encſſes ſo much affected him, to aſſure himſelf of the ones 
Love,and to avoid (if poſſible) the others SuſpeR, retires himſelf to his Coun- 
trey-houſe at Yilla-Yicioſa, and there follows his Sports of Hunting, &c, not at all 
regarding matters of State, withal ſending an Excuſe to Count 0lzwarez, That his 
Aﬀeairs ar preſent were in ſo low 2nd mean a Condition, that he could not appear to 
atrend his Majeſty inthat Pompand Splendor that became a Perſon of his Quality z 


and that theretore he ſhould do his Majeſty more Service in ſtaying at Home, when. 


the other Nobles were abroad, than he could poſſibly do by attending him, 

This Plot thus failing, made rhe Court of Spain more ſuſpitious of the Duke 
than ever before; Count 0lzwerrs therefore reſolves roemploy his utmoſtArr of Di(- 
ſimulation.to entrap him,which heſers upon by a Fetch fo tar about, that ro the eye of 
Reaſon, it might putthe Duke into ambicious Thoughts of endeavouring to aſlume

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Brit this was the laſt AR of Count oOlivarez Confidence in;the Duke; for by 
truſting him ſo much, he now thought that he could not bur reciprocally repoſe Con- 
fidence in him ; and therefore next Summer, 4® one thouſand ſix bunared and forty: 
He again by Letters ſollicites him to leave Portugal, and come to Madrid, firſ} telling 
him, That his Catholick Majeſty gave him many Thanks, and greatly applauded his 
Loyalty in the Exerciſe of the Office of General, and was very lenſtble ot the good 
Effects which his Authority had wrought over the Portzgals, Next he repreſented 
unto him the preſent declining Condition of the Spaniſh Monarchy ; not only by 
Reaſon of the Diſordersin Flanders and Ttaly, and the preparations of the Turk ; 
but more eſpecially, for that their moſt potent Enemies the French, were now in Aſ- 
fiſtance of the Revolted Cataloniaps, entredinto Spain : That it highly concerned 
his Catholick Majefty to drive theſe out of his Territories, which could not be et- 
feed, bur by a very powertul Force ; that he being one of the prime Grandees of 
the Kingdom, might by his preſence in the Head of a good number of his Tenants,

To this ſpeech of the Archbiſhops, His Majeſty returnedanſwer , in expreſſions 
equal-to his love and greatneſs: That che weight of the Scepter , and ſubjeRi- 
on to the Crown, were things always diſſonant to his Genius z That he had of 
late years given them ſufficient teſtimony of it , whilſt they were not more affeQi-

then turning to a Father-Jeſuite his Conteſfor , he prayed him in his behalf rg 
preſent himſelfat his Majeſties feet , and beſeech himout of his wonted goodneſs, 
to forgive him that hainovs offence committed againſt himand the whole Kin 
dom, | | 
Having ended this Speech , he very patiently fate down in the Chair, and the 
Executioner having tied his arms and legs, to the arms and legs of the Chair , 
he leaned his neck over the back of the Chair, aud the Executioner with his knife 
cut kis throat, covering him afterwards with a black Scarf, 

In the ſame maner his ſoa the Duke of Cammrgna came tothe Scaffold, his ſer-

Next -that ſuffered was the Count of Arzwamac, in the Chair ſeated upon the 
lower ſtory; and after him Don Augnſtin Mannel upon the Scaffold it ſelf; the 
Judges would have had all theirnecks cur behind , bue his Majefty would not con- 
ſent thereto, as a puniſhment too ignomimious for perfons of their quality,

four were ſet up at the Gates of the Ciry,and their Heads placed upon ſeveral Frontier

| Abourthe beginning inning of the year, O»c thovſand ſix hundred and forty two (notwith- 
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ſtanding the Truce that had been concluded between Portugat and Holand , an} 
that a great Fleet of Hollanders had been ſent to affiſt the Portugal againſt the 
Spaniard) there paſſed very high Acts of Hoſtility between the two Nartions in 
Africa and America , beyond the Line; for the Hollanders ſeeing the diſunion of 
Portugal trom Caſtile , made all ſpeed poſſible ro perfect the Conqueſt of thoſe 
parts before a perte&t Peace ſhould be concluded' with Portugal , that ſo in the 
Treaty they might pretend Reaſon, thatall chings ſhould continue in the ſtate they

To this purpoſe, that is, theexpediting their Conqueſt, the Hollanders treacl- 
erouſly ( whileſt there was all quiet and peacable Commerce held between the 
two Nations in the Kingdom of Angola) ſurprized the Portugals that were Go- 
yernors of the place, Killed divers, and Robbed all of the great Wealth they 
therefoundz of which Perfidiouſneſs, as alſo of the Barbarous Uſage of the Priſo- 
ners there taken, Complaints were made to the States General at the Hague, but no 
Redreſs was granted ; nor was the King of Portugal of Ability to forceir, 

In the mean time the Aﬀairs in Portugal were alittle diſcompoſed by the general 
Diſcontent and Diſtaſte taken at the Secretary of State, Dox Franciſco de Lucena: 
This man had/liveda long time in the Court of Spazy, till he was by 0lzvarez made 
Under-Secretary to Yaſconcelos ; his Readineſs to Proclaim King JOHN, and 
his Abilities in the place, made the King continue him in it, repoſing in him ſogrear

His Majeſty was very much Grieved hereat, yet prudently Reſolyed to give his 
Subjects Satisfation, by delivering up his Secretary to Juſtice, yetReſolving he 
ſhould havea fair Trial,ang to that purpoſe fitting himſelf ro hear the Witneſſes ex- 
amined, Whileſt Proceſs was framed againſt the Secretary,ſome ſecret Advice came 
to his Majeſty, which cauſed the Imprifonment of the Brother , and Three Servants 
of the Secretary, together withan Engliſh Monck, and a Cavalier of the Habit; not 
long after, the Secretary was Arraigned and Condemned for betraying his Truth, in 
holding Correſpondence with the Enemy, and in negleRing timely to Advertiſe the 
Infanta Edward to retire out of Germany, &c. and according to his Sentence, exe- 
cuted in a Publick place in Zzbor, where at his Death, he proteſted his Innocency 
touching any Treachery towards his Majeſty,

Spaniards ceaſed not by all means and devices , which the Will and Po- 
licy ofthe moſt wicked Stateſ-men could invent , not only co weaken the Ports- 
gueſs Nation within it ſelf , by breeding diſcontencs ( if poſſible ) berween the King 
and the three Eſtates , but likewiſe to uadervaJue them , and make their credit be

Yer beſides theſe ſubtile Ambages, the King of Caſtile did not deſiſt the en- 
deavoring to oppreſs this Kingdom by force of Arms ; but not only the reſolved 
and immutable unity of the Portwgueſs Nation , was a ſtrong Tower and invinci- 
ble Fortreſs againſt the Spaniſh Power , but ſo extreamly was the Houſe of Auſtrie 
inyolved in Wars and Diſaſters on every fide, that chat vaſt Body was rather in a 
condition tocrave help and affiſtance from others , than indeed to oppreſs them. 
For beſides the Wars in Catalonis, which had pur itſelf ynder the protection of the

The Commotions of the Perifians againſt the King of France; had —_ the 
Spaniard great hopes of better ſucceſs than they had many years had; but the middle 
of the Year, One thouſand ſix hundred and forty nine, happily concluding: them, 
the news of their Pacification , and that of a great Victory. gained by the Portugueſſes 
againſt the Hellgnders in Brazile, cauſed a general joy over all Portugal; for the King 
appointed Publick Thanks to be given , and Te Dewm to be Sung in all Churches, - 
Hopes to revenge the late defeat given by the Lord Therimiceurt , and deſire to 
do ſome Valiant A& before he departed from his Government, made the Marqueſs 
of Legenez Governour of the Spaniſh Forces at Eftramadura,. give an Alarum to 
the Portugueſe Frontiers , 'and-entet into. the Countrey: with Two thouſand Horſe, 
and Six thouſand Foot, but the Valiant Count of St, Lawrence aſſaulting him, for- 
ced him to retire with ſhame, and excuſe himſelf that he marched out only to meer 
the Marqueſs of Mertare, who was appointed to ſucceed him in the Government, 
Yet this ſmall and worthleſs Alarum, made-the King of Poxtzeat , who knew 
that too much care could not be had of the Safety of his Kingdom, to ſend Orders 
ro the Governors to look moreexadly tothe Countreys committed to their Char- 
ges, than formerly., and ftrialy to give Charge to.Dow Fun de Meneze7 Governor 
of Porto, The Viicount Ponte de Lima Governor of the Countreys between Dou- 
ro and Mimbo, to the Count of Arogna Governor of Traſmontes , and Don Roderige 
de Caftro Governor of Beira, to repair with all expedition to their ſeveral Commands. 
Nor was his Majeſty leſs careful of his Dominions abroad , than of thoſe near 
home, which made him diſpatch the Baron of 4lvire to be Governor of Tanger,and 
D. Franciſco de Norogna to Mazagan, both ſtrong Forts in Africa y- the laſt of which 
had been neer ſurprized by the Moors of Barbary , but the Commander of that ex 
which aflaulred it , _ by a Valorous French-man, they were beaten off wit 
loſs, for which ſervice the King beſtowed upon the French-man, a Penſion of Six 
hundred Crowns per annum, © 
And whil'ſt His Majeſty was diſtributing his Bounties, he could-not forget the 
Lady Dona Maris Manuel, Widow to.the ſome-time- before deceaſed D. Antonio 
Coello, D. Caravallio, who had ever fince His Majeſties coming to the Crown, been 
one of His Privy-Councellors, and was one of the Chief Perſons that went Am- 
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baſſadors into Fraxce, torenewthe Alliance, and conclude a firm Leazue berweeri 
the King of Portugal , .and Lewis the Thirteenth King of France ; His Majeſty 
therefore in cquſideration of his ſervices ,' beſtowed a valuable Penſion on his atore- 
fad Widow. | 
There wasalmoſt daily in-roads made upon the Frontiers in ſome places or other, 
amongſt the reſt,the Baron of Themericourt entred witha ſtrong Party into the Spa- 
niſh Territories , ſurpriſed rhe Suburbs of the City of Albuquerque, and brought 
| away a very rich Booty, without the loſs of ſo muchas one Souldier upon the place, 
and not above Twenty wounded, | 2 
The (uccour of the diſtreſſed Subje&s of the more diſtreſſed King of. England, 
about the Year , One thouſand fix hundred and fifty , gave occaſion to the King of 
Portugal to manifeſt his affeion to the Engliſh Nation , whichhe did by giving aſ- 
fiſtance to the Gallant Prince Rupert , who being by His Majeſty of Eneland made 
Admiral of thoſe few Ships which in the Year , One thouſand io hundred and forty 
eight, returned tq their Allegiance , hadever ſince been-purſued by the more Po- 
tenc Fleers of the Engliſh Rebels, and was,now by them-driven to ſeek the prote- 
ion of his Portugal Majeſty , who notwithſtanding thar the .Bleet of the: Rebels 
with threatning Bravados, demanded the ſaid Kings leave, either to aſſaultthem in 
his Port, or to force them to come out- bravely, proteed them under his Caſtles, 
InRevenge of which, the Rebels of England,who ſtiled themſelves a Parliament, 
Proclaimed an open War with the Portugal Nation;which his Majeſty,notwithſtand- 
ing his great Engagement ac that preſent, both againſt the Spaniards ar home, and 
the Hollanders on the other fide the Line, reſolved to endure, rather than deliver up 


the faichful Subjets of England intothe hands of Murther, Tyranny, and Trea- 


ſon; and therefore in part to cry quittance with the Engliſh, who had takea Prize 
ſeveral Ships belonging to this Nation, he madeſeizure of all the Engliſh Ships and 
Goods within his whole Dominions. but only thoſe he had before Protected. 

But at length Prince: Rupert - finding a clear Paſſage from out his Ports, where he 
had for many Months been blocked up, the King, by Reaſon of his otherlarge Ex- 
pences in defence of his Kingdom, finding himſelf unable romaintain a War againſt 
the Engliſh; and Nature diRating us to the Preſervation of our Selves, Reſolved , 
more moved out of Neceſlity, than Inclination, to ſend an Agent. into.

ſtanding the earneſt ſolicitations of his brother, afterwards beheaded on T ower-hill, 
when the government of England was changed. from a ſtrange kinde of Common- 
wealth, to a ſtranger kind of Monarchy,under a Protector, Tg 

But toreturn back again to the affairs of the Kingdom of Port#gal, The Earl 

of Caſtle Melhor who had been ſent Vice-Roy into Braz#l , had ſo good ſucceſs , 
that with the aſſiſtance of thoſe Porrugueſſes before in the Kingdom , he expulſed 
the Hollanders 'ourt of all their Garriſons there, except the ſtrong Fortreſs of Recif, 
which —_— upon a Rock wholly invironed by the Sea, ._ This animated the 
United States |of the Netherlavds , to endeavora revenge and recovery of that coun- 
try, andto oo end and purpoſe, a Potent Fleet was ſet out , and notwithſtand- 
ing the very earneſt endeavors, and large offers of the Portveveſs Ambaſſador ar 
the Hague, ſet fail to reconquer that Kingdow, butnot with that ſucceſs which 
was expected, for the expedition proved wholly fruitleſs, and after ſo great an 
expence , the States were ſo. highly .diſcontented , that the Admiral Wittiſon was 
arreſted at the Hague, to anſwer ſuch things as ſhould be objeRedagainſt him con- 
cerning that concen 


It much concerns that King who hath to deal with enemies too potent for him, 
to ſtrengthen himfelf with ſuch Alliance , as may moſt advantage him, 2nd en- 
damage his Foe z This conſideration made King J O-H N of Portugal , «bout the 
year, One thouſand ſx hundred and fifty two, ſend an Ambaſſador to the young Duke 
of Savoy , (who by reaſon of the (cituation of his Country , had good and frequent 
opportunities to annoy the Catholique King , )and divert him from turning his 
whole Force upon this Kingdom ) alferile reciprocal Marriage between that Duke 
and his Daughter, and the young Prince Theodoſia and Savoys Siſter, Bur this his 
intention, was I ſuppoſe diverted, if not wholly hindred by the great power of 
Cardinal Mazarine in Fraxce , who deſigned one of his Nieces as @ fit match for 
Evgenizs young Duke of Savoy, : 
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'Tis not at all ſafe nor fic for a ſubject to grow too rich”, at leaft tiot to exceed his 
Soveraign in Treaſure , for he thereby layes himſelt open-to the envieand ſuſpition 
of his Prince , nor is it poſſible that any who hath managed a publick imployment, 
can beſo without faults, as that ſomewhat cannotbe laid co his charge to render him 
at a Kings mercy, | 

Sufficient example of this we havein D, Phillip de Maſcarend.ts Vice-Roy of Gos 
in the Eaſt-Indies , who having for, many years officiated in that high imploymenr, 
had gathered up an infinite Mais of Riches, and now being called home, thought in 
peace and quiet to enjoy what with a penurious and induſtrious hand he had been ma- 
ny years ſtoring up: but theKing being informed that he had indeed ſuch a vaſte trea- 
fare in Gold, Diamonds, Pearls and other Jewels, as heconld not with his own honor 
or ſafety permit a Subje& to enjoy, eaſily found out them who were ready to form 
complaints againſt him, which wereas readily liſtned to by the Kings Council, who 
preſently drawing up a charge againſt him, for having uſed an arbitrary pawer,oppre(- 
ſed, and abuſed the Subjets, and Merchants trading thither, 8c. cauſed the Ship 
wherein he came, with all the riches laden on it, tobe ſeized og for the Kings uſe, and 
himſelf for ſome time impriſoned,nor had it been a wonder it he had made a forfeiture - 
of his life, as well as of the greateſt part of his eſtate, | .— 3M 

The ſtrength of the Hollanders ar Sea, had been the greateſt obſtacle tothe Portu- 

gaeſe, not wholly regaining their ancient poſſeſſion in Brazile, but the Wars wherein 
the Hoflanders had involved themſelves with England, proving ſo powerful adiverſi- 
| on, the Portugeſe tovk the advantage to reduce Recif, which with ſeveral Forts thar 
encompaſſed it, and ſome few other, were the = places that held out againſt them, 

Againſt this therefore wich a ſufficient Land-ftorce, came Don Franciſco Barreto, 

Governor of Pernambuco (whilſt the Portugueſe Navy conſifting of 65.Sayl,blocked 
it up by ſea) and firſt by ſtorm took the Fort of Salsnes, and thence coming before 
that of Burracco, found it already abandoned, and blown up by the defendants : he 
next proceeded to the new Fortreſs, the next and ſtrongeſt Fort to that of Recif,and 
well manned and munitioned. Thus having madea ſturdy reſiſtance, was at lengrh 
forced by the Portugal, which ſo amazed the Hollanders, that though they had fitreen 
hundred men, and fix months provifions in Recif,yet they agreed to yield itupon ho- 
norable terms on the 26 of Fanuary 1654. being twenty four years after they had ta- 
ken it from the Portuzals. |

Nor was the deteſtation of the Arch-duke Zeopold to an a fo foul and M5 0 
ſhameful , leſs than that of his brothers the Emperour ; notwithſtanding all 
which, Melo was not at all diſcouraged , bur ſtill proſecuted his villanous 
deſign, by corrupting with great ſums of money the Count of Tratſmran- 
dorf, and ſeveral other Penſioners of the Crown of Spain ; but they were

His Imperial Majefty notwithſtanding all theſe perſwaſtons , was very 
much unſatisfied in the ation , and once tully reſolved not todo it - but at 
length overcome by Mello's importunities , and the Ghoſtly perſwaſions of 
Luiroga, he was4s it were conſtrained to alter his reſolution , and to give 
order to Don Lewis Gonaga, to goto the Princes quarters at Leipen, and 
ſummon him to Ratwbone.

Face us more terrible to the offender , than the face offended , which made 
the Prince make his proteſtation, calling God and man to witneſs of thein- 
jury done him by the Emperour , to whom he was neither ſubje& by Obli- 
gation, nor Births that when his brother was made King of Portugal, he 
wasinthe Emperours ſervice, and wholly ignorant of any defign of his bro- 
thers ; thar if the King of Spain were offended , he ſhould revenge himſelf 
upon yrs perſon offending z that that buſineſs no way concerned the Empe- 
rour, ec. 

All theſe Allegations the Emperour confeſſed to be true, by a Meſſenger 
ſent tothe Infante inpriſon , again aſſuring him that he —_ not deliver
